College of Teachers, Knill 
was subject to disciplinary 
action in 2003 after he was 
found guilty of professional 
misconduct for sexually 
touching a female student 17 


years ago. 

Knill was also taken out of 
the classroom in November 
2000, while teaching at 
Bramalea Secondary School 
and charged with sexually 
touching a student in his 
car. 

In a_ case involving 
another Brampton teacher, 
Heart Lake Secondary math 
instructor Doug Dale faces 
charges of sexual assault and 
sexual exploitation related 
to alleged improprieties 
involving two students.

Ward 5 Councillor Caro- 
lyn Parrish told the packed 
council chamber she'll rec- 
ommend a revised number 
of new issues from 250 to 
just 38 at a vote to be held 
next Wednesday morning, 
“but there will be no vote on 
that today,” she said. 

Decisions of this kind are 
normally made at council 
meetings, and councillors 


didn’t know why cabbies 
showed up for a matter that 
was not scheduled to be vot- 
ed on by a committee. 

As cabbies flooded out 
of the chambers en masse, 
there was clear frustration 
evident in the delay. 

Parrish’s revised number 
offered little comfort to ex- 
isting plate owners who’ve 
seen the value of their taxi 
assets plummet since ser- 
vices like Uber were given 
the blessing to operate in 
the City. 

“What these guys are do- 
ing by issuing plates is be- 
yond understanding. They 
are very ill informed about 
the consequences of this,” 
said one driver who identi- 
fied himself only as ‘Peter’. 

Drivers, already hurting 
from competition by ride- 
sharing services, are bitterly 
opposed to the issuance of 
250 new plates they say will 
‘flood the market’ with even 
more competition. 

“The plate right now av- 
erage rent is $2 to $300 per 
month. You flood the mar- 


ket, and the average income 
is going to go down more 
than $1,000 a month,” he 
said. 

There’s currently an 
18-month pilot project in 
place allowing services like 
Uber to operate in Missis- 
sauga. 

Critics of the project say 
there will be little left of the 
city’s taxi industry by the 
time the pilot project ends. 

Some drivers have float- 
ed the idea of a class action 
lawsuit against the City if 
there’s no compensation of- 
fered owners. 

Khairallah says that’s on 
hold for now pending a deci- 
sion by the City on whether 
ridesharing services will be 
allowed to run permanent- 
ly once the pilot project is 
over. 

“Exactly, if there is com- 
pensation for the business 
loss when Uber came. If 
there’s a compensation 
package, that would solve 
the issue. Probably, the cabs 
will be able to compete with 
Uber,” he said.

Any way you look at it 


objectively, Mississauga 
South’s Charles Sousa has 
been a successful provincial 
finance minister now going 
into his fifth year as steward 
of Ontario’s public finances. 

After a decade of Ontario 
red ink, Sousa managed to 
balance the books this year 
and hopes to keep in the 
black through better than 
expected economic growth 
over the next several years. 

The economy is 
performing well and the 
provincial jobless rate has 
dropped under Sousa’s helm 
to 5.8 per cent -- the lowest 
in 16 years. 

But despite that good 
news on the deficit and 
economy, the Liberal 
government of Premier 
Kathleen Wynne has gained 
almost no political benefit. 

Polls show Wynne is the 
most unpopular premier in 
decade and the Liberals are 
mired in third place -- well 
behind the NDP and miles 
from the front-running PCs. 

Sousa, who _ finished 
fifth in the 2013 Liberal 
leadership race and 
eventually backed Wynne 
for the crown, is watching 
the polls carefully. Liberals 
like power and there are 
those in the party who are 
quietly planning to fight the 
June 2018 election with a 
new leader. 

We've seen this script 
before. 

Former premier Dalton 
McGuinty quit politics in the 
fall of 2012 after proroguing 
the house in a minority 
legislature and setting the 
scene for a leadership race 
that chose Wynne as _ his 
successor. 


the June 2014 election. 

There is speculation in 
some Liberal circles that 
the premier may eventually 
be forced to bow to the 
inevitable and quit ahead of 
the next election to save the 
party from collapse at the 
polls. 

We're not at that point 
yet, and you can expect 
an energized Wynne to 
go on an election-stye PR 
campaign over the next half 
year to sell her government’s 
achievements - a balanced 
budget, free drugs _ for 
young people under 25 and 
a looming $15 minimum 
wage. But if Wynne has not 
turned around her dismal 
poll numbers by the end of 
the year, expect the pressure 
to mount for her to leave 
office. 

That could leave the door 
open for Sousa to throw his 
hat in the ring again if the 
opportunity presents itself. 

Sousa, who turns 59 this 
fall, could be seen as a front- 
runner for the provincial 
Liberals centre-right wing 
with similar economic 
views as former Prime 
Minister Paul Martin. But 
others could also weigh in 
- from former MPP Sandra 
Pupatello and Finance 
Minister Dwight Duncan to 
current Health Minister Eric

A historic property that 
previously served as a mu- 
nitions plant in the Second 
World War is getting a new 
lease on life.

The Small Arms Building 
is the last remaining facil- 
ity on the Arsenal Lands 
site in Lakeview that dates 
back to the 1940s. It was a

Legacy Community Foun- 
dation was established to 
recognize the historical and 
cultural importance of the 
site, along with the City of 
Mississauga giving it official 
status under the Ontario 
Heritage Act in 2009. 

The redevelopment of the 
site was of particular impor- 
tance to local residents, in- 
cluding Mississauga-South 
MPP Charles Sousa, who 
lived in Lakeview as a child 
in the 1960s. 

He spoke of his apprecia- 
tion for local politicians, in- 
cluding Mississauga-South 
MP Sven Spengemann and 
Mayor Bonnie Crombie, 
for rallying together and 
helping to get infrastruc- 
ture funding in place for 
the building. “It’s touching 


to see the community rally 
together for this project,” he 
said. 

Three oak trees sourced 
from acorns found in Vimy 
Ridge in France were also 
planted in front of the build- 
ing to commemorate the 
1ooth anniversary of the 
battle this past April. 

Judge said that the site 
will be important for future 
generations, and urged the 
community to help make it 
a dynamic, creative space 
for everyone to flourish in. 
“This community has to 
take ownership of it for our 
future.”

Brampton Glass Manufacturer Fined 
$100,000 for Accident 


A bottle-manufacturing 
company in Brampton 
is feeling the heat after 
pleading guilty and being 
fined $100,000 as a result 
of a worker suffering a 
permanent injury. 

On February 27, 2016, an 
employee was working at the 
industrial site in the bottle 
forming department of O-I 
Canada Corporation’s glass- 
manufacturing facility, 
located at 100 West Dr. 

The employee and a 
machine operator were 
working on a _ machine 
known as the Individual 
Section (IS) bottle making 
machine, which produces 
100 bottles per minute by 
forming molten “gobs” 
of glass at 1,200 degrees 
Celsius. 

The 
machine 


worker and_ the 

operator were 
jointly performing a 
standard operating 
procedure which included 
inspecting bottles and 
changing all neck rings and 
plungers. 

Toward the completion 
of the task, the worker was 
removing rings from the 
front of the machine and 
lost sight of one of the rings. 


The machine operator 
closed the mold so that the 
worker could reach in and 
retrieve the ring. 

While the worker was 
reaching in, the mold moved 
from the closed position to 
the open position. When the 
mold opened, this pinched 
the worker’s hand between 
the mold and a shaft for 
several minutes, until a 
co-worker used a switch to 
close the mold again. 

When the mold closed, 
the worker was able to 
remove the hand _ but 
suffered critical crush and 
burn injuries that required 
surgery and resulted in 
permanent injury. 

A Ministry of Labour 
investigation followed. It 
was found that the defendant 
failed to ensure that control 
switches or other control 
mechanisms were locked 
out and failed to ensure that 
other effective precautions 
were taken to prevent the 
starting of mold-opening 
motion that could endanger 
a worker. 

The defendant failed to 
ensure compliance with 
section 76 of the Industrial 
Establishments Regulation, 


contrary to section 25(1)(c) 
of the Occupational Health 
and Safety Act. 

Section 76 of the 
regulation requires that 
where the starting of a 
machine, transmission 
machinery, device or thing 
may endanger the safety of a 
worker, control switches or 
other control mechanisms 
shall be locked out and 
other effective precautions 
necessary to prevent any 
starting shall be taken. 

As such, O-I Canada 
Corporation failed as an 
employer to ensure that the 
measures and_ procedure 
prescribed by Ontario’s 
Industrial Establishments 
Regulation were carried out 
at the workplace. 

O-I Canada Corporation 
was fined $100,000 
by Justice of the Peace 
Milagros Eustaquio-Syme 
in Brampton court on June 
13, 2017. 

The court also imposed 
a 25-per-cent victim fine 
surcharge as required by 
the Provincial Offences Act. 
The surcharge is credited 
to a special provincial 
government fund to assist 
victims of crime.

A toolmaking company 
in Brampton is feeling 
the pinch this week after 
pleading guilty in court. 

M & P Tool Products 
was fined $80,000 in 
Brampton court on June 
13 after a workplace 
investigation by the 
Ministry of Labour due 
to a temporarty contract 
worker having two fingers 
caught in a piece of 
machinery used to create 
storage racking. 

The incident occurred 
on Feb. 23, 2016, the 
worker was operating 
a brake press, but was 
not properly trained or 


instructed in safe operation 
of the equipment. 

The worker’s fingers 
were caught in a pinch 
point due to the machine 
not being altered to meet 
the specifications of the 
work. 

The Ministry of Labour 
investigated this incident 
and concluded, based on 
the evidence gathered, 
that M & P Tool Products 
committed the offence 
of failing as an employer 
to provide information, 
instruction and supervision 
to the worker with respect 
to the safe operation of the 
Accurpress brake press, 


contrary to section 25(2)(a) 
of the Occupational Health 
and Safety Act. 

The court also imposed 
a 25-per-cent victim fine 
surcharge as required by 
the Provincial Offences Act. 

The surcharge is credited 
to a special provincial 
government fund to assist 
victims of crime.

* McKeown said that it’s 
easy to know when you're 
running the risk of heat 
exhaustion because you 
stop sweating. 

“You have to remind 
yourself to drink water,” she 
explained. “When you're 
sweating, your body is doing 
what it’s supposed to do. 
When you stop sweating, 
you're in the danger zone.” 

In a public statement, the 
Region also urged residents 
to be watchful of family, 
‘ neighbours and_ friends 
who may be vulnerable and 
exhibiting signs of heat- 
related illnesses. 

Infants, children, seniors, 
individuals with chronic 
diseases and the homeless 
are at the greatest risk 
of getting a heat-related 
illness. 

Symptoms 


cool due to a higher risk 
of heat-related illnesses, 
including heat stroke and 
dehydration. 

The hot weather didn’t 
stop some residents from 
going about their daily 


routines. of heat- 
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related illness can include 
extreme thirst, vomiting, 
rapid breathing, dizziness 
or fainting and_ rapid 
heartbeat, among others. 

Residents who are 
experiencing any of these 
symptoms should cool 
off as soon as_ possible 
by moving to a_ shaded 
or air conditioned area, 
increasing fluid intake and 
resting. 

If the symptoms persist, 
they should contact a doctor 
or call 911 immediately. 

When caring for someone 
who is showing signs of heat 
stroke, such as high body 
temperature, _—_ confusion, 
loss of consciousness or the 
absence of sweating, call 
911 immediately. 


Residents are also 
advised to: 
¢ drink plenty of fluids 
(especially water) 


¢ avoid strenuous activities 
between 10 a.m. and 4 p.m., 
when the sun is at its hottest 
¢ wear light-weight and 
loose-fitting clothing 

e« never leave children or 


pets in a parked car 

¢ follow the 
recommendations of a 
health care provider if you 
are taking any medications 
or have a health condition 

e take cool showers or 
baths, or use cool, wet 
towels on the face, neck 
and/or arms. 


Residents can also beat 


the heat this summer 
at pools and spray pads 
situated throughout 
Brampton, Mississauga 


and Caledon or enjoy some 
shade at a neighbourhood 
park. 

During extreme heat, 
residents can also stay cool 
by visiting a nearby air- 
conditioned library or one 
of the many community 
centres in any of the cities.

Biking in The City: How Does It Move You? 


Does cycling move you?

The City Of Mississauga 
will be holding a public 
open house on June 21 at 
the Living Arts Centre to 
discuss that question, and 
are encouraging residents 
from across the city to weigh 
in with their opinions. 

City officials developed the 
Cycling Master Plan in 2010 
to create a framework that 
would shape a bikeable city. 

From 2010 - 2016, the 
Master Plan set out to 
overhaul existing trails 
and bicycle facilities, in an 
effort to create an expanded 
network that would provide 
access to key destinations 
like public transit hubs. 


During that time period, 
the city’s usable trails, bicycle 
lanes and shared routes have 
increased by nearly 20 per 
cent. 

The Master Plan also 
included an initiative to look 
for available grant funding. 

A multi-use trail 
connecting the Streetsville 
GO Station to Thomas Street 
was completed in 2016, while 
a $3,757,000 Public Transit 
Infrastructure Fund grant 
from the federal government 
for cyclist and pedestrian 
access to the Mississauga 
Transitway and GO stations 
was received in March of this 
year. 

The City initiated a 
consultation process in 


2017 to make information 
more accessible and 
inclusive to the public, and 
provide more opportunities 
for communication and 
feedback. 

To that end, they created a 
site, DoesCyclingMoveYou. 
ca, to solicit input on the 
Master Plan and get people 
involved earlier in the 
project. 

The “Does Cycling Move 
You?” Open House will run 
from 3:30 — 7 p.m. in the 
BMO Room at the Living 
Arts Centre (4141 Living Arts 
Drive). 

Those unable to attend the 
June 21 public meeting will 
have another opportunity in 
September.

Many 
vendors— and buyers— re- 
turn year after year which 
help create a community 
feel.

Mississauga has three 
different farmers’ markets. 
In Port Credit, you can find 
the farmers’ market in the 
LCBO parking lot at the cor- 
ner of Lakeshore Road East 
and Elmwood Avenue. This 
market is in an excellent 
location with everything 
you need to make a healthy 
and delicious meal nearby. 
There’s a Planet Organic 
Grocery and local institu- 
tion Elmwood Meat market 
just across the street. This 
means with just one trip, 
you can pick up your entree, 
side dish, desert and even 
the bottle of wine. The mar- 
ket operates every Saturday 
8 am to 1pm from June to 
October. 

In addition to the Sunday 
location at 3 Robert Speck 
Pkwy, the Mississauga 
Central Lions’ Club oper- 
ates a farmers’ market on 
Wednesdays from 9 am to 5 
pm in Celebration Square.

Featuring more than 
40 vendors, the Brampton 
farmers’ market truly covers 
all the bases. Great produce, 


honey and preserves, and 

a myriad of food options 
await. The market also 
features a community artist 
showcase, with a different 
artist each week. 

Inside the Mount Pleas- 
ant Village Square at 100 
Commuter Dr. you can find 
the farmers’ market Thurs- 
days from 5 pm to 9 until 
Oct. 5. Brampton also has a 
unique Artists’ Marketplace 
featuring artisanal made 
clothing, jewelry and art. 
This market runs Satur- 
days until Oct. 7 in Garden 
Square from 7 am to 1 pm. 

While Caledon is typi- 
cally home to three farm- 
ers’ markets, for 2017 the 
Southfields location is on 
hiatus. The Bolton mar- 
ket on Sterne Street runs 
Saturdays from 9 am to1 
pm until Oct. 7. This central 
downtown Bolton location 
features not only the typical 
fare, but hard to find items 
like natural pet treats and 
hand made spa products. 

Wednesdays from 3 pm 
to 7 pm, the Inglewood 
market is held at Lloyd 
Wilson Arena: 2017 marks 
the 10th anniversary of 
this farmers’ market. With 
live music and a variety of 
vendors and food, the pic- 
turesque country location is 
the icing on the cake.

Meditation 101 - Stress vs.

Stress is one of the 
most prevalent modern 
day conditions. Nobody 
is immune to it. From the 
child to the adult to the 
elderly, we are all affected 
by it. 

So what do we do about it 
and what is it about? 

Stress is actually 
an overreaction to 
circumstances in our lives. 

At one time, we used to 
be able to leave our work 
at the office or plant, but 
nowadays, we have our 
laptop and cell phone so 
we can be contacted at all 
times. We never rest. 

Stress is a survival 
instinct, the sympathetic 
system which is flight or 
fight and we tend to be 
in this mode or action at 
all times. We constantly 
contract waiting for the 
next survival threat. This 
is where we run into 
problems. 


Our body needs to 
counteract the stress/ 
survival threat mode, 
and relaxation is the 
counterbalance of this. 
Stress contracts and 
relaxation releases or 
loosens. 

Relaxation is part of the 
parasympathetic system — 
the rest and repair. This 
response is where we rest 
and repair any damage to 
our systems caused by too 
much contraction. 

It is like our car at high 
speed all the time which 
would wear a car down 
completely. We need to run 
the car and ourselves in a 
balance of both high and 
low speed and parking/rest. 
Overstimulation isn’t the 
best for us all the time. For 
atime, it is alright but not 
constantly. We have to sit 
back and relax and let the 
tension go. 

Be aware of how your 
body is feeling right now. 
Where do you hold your 
tension the most? Do

a body scan and check 
yourself out. What hurts 
the most? Simply contract 
that area and then relax it. 

Do it a second time and 
then a third to get that 
area used to being relaxed. 
Now be aware of how that 
feels. Is it warm and more 
relaxed? That means extra 
circulation which is good. E 

Use the following simple 
techniques to increase the 
feeling of relaxation in your 
body. Practice this often 
through the day until it 
becomes natural and you 
feel more relaxed even 
though you will be going 
through stressful times. 

Don’t hold onto your 
stress - just let the feeling 
release from you. 

1. Take some long slow 
breaths in and out of your 
nostrils. Let the feeling 
of the flowing breath 
become stronger. Feel the 
breath coming in and then 
releasing as it flows out of 
you. Repeat several times. 


2. Shake off your hands 
like you are shaking off 
water. Feel the stress 
release with the motion of 
your hands. 

3. Put your hand at the 
top of your arm and stroke 
down and off your arm and 
then your hand. Make it a 
long stroke and feel your 
hand going all the way 
down your arm. Repeat 
with the other arm. 

4. Slowly contract your 
whole body and hold. Now 
with a long sigh, release 
the contraction slowly until 
your body is totally relaxed. 
Repeat several times. 

5. Nowsmile! Yes, I did 
say smile. There is nothing 
better than a wonderful 
happy feeling to release the 
tension. Now go and smile 
at everyone else and bring 
some joy to them. Take it 
with you.

Not even a downpour 
could soak the spirits of fam- 
ilies racing this past Father’s 
Day weekend in Port Credit. 

Families of all ages came 
out early Sunday morning to 
take part in the ninth annual 
UNBREAKABLE Father’s 
Day 5k Race for Mental 
Health, which was held at 
the Port Credit Marina. 

Though the rain threat- 
ened to stall the race early 
in the morning, the clouds 
cleared and the sun peeked 
through just in time for the 
race to start. 

Amanda Overholt, one of 
the coordinators of the run, 
explained that the event was 
all about promoting mental 
health programs for youths, 
including suicide preven- 
tion and suicide awareness 
initiatives. 

She explained that it was 
her first year as a coordina- 
tor with the run, and went 
on to explain that the group 
that oversees the run has 
programs in elementary and 
secondary schools across 
Peel and Halton, as well as 
community groups through- 


out the region. 

Children who take part in 
the programs train up for 
the 5k run, over a period of 
10 to 12 weeks. 

“While participants train, 
they also learn about mental 
health and wellness messag- 
es along the way,” she said. 

It was estimated that 
anywhere from 350 — 400 
runners participated in 
Sunday’s race. 

Amanda said that the 
run gives kids and families 
a goal, and provides an op- 
portunity to celebrate their 
goals together while also 
bringing awareness to the 
community. 

The Port Credit Legion 
also hosted a pancake 
breakfast for the runners 
and participants to enjoy 
together. 

David Harris, the founder 
and CEO of Cameron Helps 
and Sunday’s race, also 
explained the significance 
of this initiative and the 
importance of physical and 
mental health. 

“My son committed sui- 
cide in 2005. After that hap- 
pened, I just felt I wanted to

do something,” he said. 

Harris founded Camer- 
on Helps in 2005 to raise 
awareness on teen suicide, 
but more importantly, to 
raise awareness of physical 
and mental health. 

The event started 9 years 
ago to raise awareness, but 
also to support the Team 
UNBREAKABLE running 
programs that run in 40 
schools and reach over 
10,000 kids per year in the 
Toronto and Peel regions. 

The weather held out and 
the sun continued to shine 
for the remainder of the 
race.

The Brampton Real Es- 
tate Board (BREB) reports 
a slight decrease in month 
over month home transac- 
tions in Peel. Only Caledon 
had an increase in property 
values. 

On April 20, the Govern- 
ment of Ontario announced 
new measures to address 
hot housing markets, sup- 
ply and affordability: there 
has been some impact, but 
is that because of the plan 
or the naturally occurring 
market forces and the time 
of year. 

“Yes, the markets have 
changed. However, it is 
difficult to contribute these 
changes to the Provincial 
Fair Housing Plan. As the 
real estate market tradi- 
tionally enters an increase 
of property supply, known

as the spring market just 
about the same time as the 
announcement from the 
Government,” said Denise 
Dilbey, president-elect of 
BREB. 

Calling this a balanced 
market, Dilbey said there 
were 1,120 home transac- 
tions in April in Brampton: 
in May there were 918. 
Caledon had 119 home 
transactions in April and in 
May. Mississauga had 1,127 
home transactions in April 
and 1,071 in May. 


“Buyers now 
have time to 


shop around,” 
she added. 

The average sale price of 
detached home dipped in 
Brampton from $902,211 in 
April to $871,052 in May. 
It was a similar situation in 
Mississauga for a detached 
home: $1,237,499 in April; 
$1,136,083 in May. Cale- 
don had a slight increase 
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from $1,077,006 in April to 
$1,190,527 in May. 
“However, these proper- 
ties range dramatically in 
property lot sizes, making 
if difficult to accurately pre- 
dict a trend,” Dilbey said. 
It’s hard to say which 
market in Peel is the hot- 
test. Homes spent a few 
more days on market in 
May, but all three are close 
together: Brampton at 11, 
Caledon at 13 and Missis- 
sauga at 10. Single-family 
homes are still the best 
sellers by “value of sale.”

May’s new home starts 


Brampton 


Brampton continues to 
lead Peel region in new 
home starts the Canada 
Mortgage and Housing Cor- 
poration (CMHC) reports. 

In May Brampton had 
402 new home starts: 1,954 
for the year. Mississauga 
had 21 new home starts last 
month, bringing its total for 
the year to 721, while Cale- 
don had 38 new home starts 
in May; 210 for the year. 


Mississauga 


Mississauga’s May new 
home starts are down sig- 
nificantly from May 2016, 
which had 202 starts, but 
at 721 starts for the year, 
much higher than 459 starts 
from January to May 2016. 

Mississauga’s May 2017 
new home starts were com- 
prise of 19 singles and two 
semi-detached homes. 


Caledon 


Caledon’s 38 May new 
home starts were com- 
prised of 36 singles and two 
semi-detached homes. It’s a 
drop from May 2016 which 
had 60 new home starts, 
however, at 210 new starts 
for the first four months of 
2017, there’s been a signifi- 
cant increase over the same 
period in 2016 which had 
160 starts.
